MARRIAGE A SUCCESS 


Figures in the Census Bureau 
at Washington show that one 
marriage in nine proves so un- 
satisfactory that it terminates in 
divorce. The figures are jnterest- 
ing and significant. From the 
outcries made by moralists of the 
press and pulpit in recent years 
we had almost begun to fear that 
only about one marriage in nine 
proved satisfactory, and that all 
she rest ended in separation and 
livorce. That is, we would have 
begun to fear it if common sense 
and reason as well as everyday 
observation had not taught us 
that the hystericals are careless 
of speech and utterly unreliable. 

As a matter of fact, we have 
long ay Re that most marriages 
are happy marriages, that rela- 
tively few turn out disastrously. 
and that divorce in a majority of 
instances is a last resort for the 
correction of an undeniable error 
of judgment. 

‘The heart and not the head is 
responsible for marriages in near 
ly every instance. The relation 
is entered into more impulsively 
than any other contract or obli-- 
zation even by the moralists who 
would do away with divorce al- 
together.

That fellow Maximilian Har- 
den, who resides in Germany, in 
Berlin, in fact, and peeienda to 
chastise the Huns through his 
magazine, but is really as bad as 
the worst of them, really makes 
us extremely tired. Just now 
Harden is railing at the German 
lack of honesty, but he is the 
same fellow who in 1914 justified 
the German invasion of Belgium 
and declared that German kultur 
would not surrender under any 
circumstances any advantage she 
had gained by the sword, then or 
thereafter. Some years ago he 
also wrote that ‘‘The noblest 
sword rusts if too long Pesiricred 
to reviews and parades. 

He is the same Maximilian Iar- 
den who, in the same_blather- 
skite weekly, wrote while he 
thought Germany had the upper 
hand: ‘‘Bismarek would never 
have made the mistake of asking 
for his country a military equip- 
ment, sufficiently powerful — to 
fight England. France and_ the 
Slav masses, only to keep it un- 
employed during the long years 
of peace.’’ 

Put in plain’ English, — this 
means that Harden, far from 
blaming the Kaiser for bringing 
on the war, criticised him for not 
bringing it on sooner than he 
did. 

And on Sept. 5, 1914, when the 
Huns were sweeping all hefore 
them, and it appeared to Harden, 
as it did to Germans everywhere, 
that Belgium had lost her nation- 
ality and France was over-borne, 
thig up to date protagonist of 
peace and the comity of nations 
exultingly wrote: ‘‘That Germans 
do not fit into the bustle of 
peaceable nations, is the proudest 
ornament of the German charac- 
ter. Their manhood does not 
feminize itself in long peace. War 
has always been their chief bus- 
iness. Germany. means to grow, 
and to coin the achievements of 
its men and its states into rights 
of sovereignty before which every 
head must bow in reverent greet- 
ing. 

The most distinguishing feature 
of this Hardin js that he was the 
first German of any repute to re- 
veal the yellow streak—to throw 
up the sponge.’
